Professor Clark said the central- 


ized government of Jngo-Slavia nt 
Belgrade is trying, 
through 
the 


party in power, to fulfill oblijrations, 
but that the ordinary security for 
property is gone and that speedy in- 
stitution of a stabilized government 
is an imperative need. 


In a second lecture last m'jjht on 


"Roumania" Professor Clark pointed 
out that this nation was betrayed by 
Russia just before the Russian revo- 
lution through the conspiracy be- 
tween Germany and czaristic Rnssia 
to divide 
Roumania. 
Roumania, 


then at the end of her resources, 
made peace with Germany. 


The speaker contrasted the opu- 


lence of Hungary and the poverty of 
Roumania after the war. 
He de- 


clared, however, that Roomnnia to- 
day is keeping up a strong army to 
oppose Russia, though her financial 
condition is exceedingly critical.
